FILES REfORT 


Washington, Dec. 6.—Tlie 
an- 


nual report of the Secretary of the 
Navy, George Voa L. Merer, made 
public- here today, suggested exten- 
sive changes In. the administration 
of the NaTy Department; reported 
the efficiency of Uncle Sam's bat-! 
tleshipa to" be higher than that main- j 
rained last year, and recommended 
a provision for the building of four 
battleships, two 
cruisers, 
sixteen 


torpedo boat destroyers, and a num- 
ber of auxiliary vessels at the pres- 
ent session of Congress. 


Secretary of 
the Navy 
Meyer 


stated that the augmentation of the 
present naval force was a necessity 
to the perpetuation of the peaceful 
relations of the United 
States with 


the powers of the world. 
He dis- 


counted the assertion of enemies of 
a large navy that the opening of 
the Panama Canal would "double 
the navy" characterizing 
such 
a 


proposition as erroneous. The com- 
pletion of the canal, he said, would 
simply enable the squadron oa one 
side of the North American contin- 
ent to steam to the help of the 
squadron on the other side in less 
time than heretofore. 


He stated that, with an immense; 


coastline, and with the whole 
o£ 


South and Central America to sep-j 
arate the east from the west coast. 
ihis country needs a fleet double 
the size of a. country whose coast- 
line is continuous.
